that is about to be opened between the two nat:ons. 
In the fecond place, the French will become the 
carriers of Englifh goods to all the nations with 
which they are in alliance, and to all which, whether 
by fea or land, they have any eafy accefs. They 
will fend our ferges and other cloths into all parts 
of the Turkifh dominions: they will fend our hard 
wares into Switzerland Italy and Germany 3 and 
whatever they take from us, in general, they wil 
circulate and vend in all nations. 

The extenfion of commerce on the part of the 
French, has a natural ind dire&t tendency to quick- 
en manufactures, and.to increafe the capjtals of 
merchants in Englatd. But this entettige of 
French commerce, though it encreafes our manu- 
factures, diminifhes oar navigation. The produce 
of our manufactures is carried into other countries, 
not in our own but Trench bottoms: the marine of 
France grows itrongir; ours becomes weaker and 
weaker,
